Or Southern California—A Descrip- 

tion of the Whale Fisheries of San 

Luis Obispo—How the Monsters 
are Caught and Tried Out. 


<i 


That the whale fishery is still an 
industry of considerable importance 
on this coast is not generally known to 
newcomers, but is none the less a fact. 
There is considerable whaling done in 
the vicinity of San Diego. Santa Bar- 
bara and Port Harford, and the busi- 
ness is a profitable one. There is no 
whaling fleet in this immediate vicin- 


~ ity; if there were, the huge cetaceans 


which have been duily parading in 
front of Santa Monica of late, in full 
view of the town, would doubtless 
have been in the trying-kettles ere 
this. The San Luis Obispo Tribune of 
Friday gives the following interesting 
Sketch of the fisheries in that vicinity: 


One of the most interesting localities 

in the vicinity of Port Harford, is 
Whaler’s Point, situated about three- 
fourths of 4 mile from, and very near- 
ly south, of the wharf. For a number 
of years past it has been a whaling 
Station, and from its location and the 
barren. rocky formation of the land in 
the immediate vicinity, it is not prob- 
ble that it will be put to any other 
use. To reach the point by land is an 
arduous and difficult undertaking, and 
once performed will effectually cure 

the tourist of venturing upon a similar 
exploit. The only comfortable and 

rational route is by water from the 

wharf, which can be accomplished at a 

trifling cost. It is rarely that the 

whalers have visitors, but when favored 

in this t they gre courteous to a 
degree and extremely liberal in dis- 
pensing small presents in the way of 
whalebone, shark’s teeth and other 
articles of a like nature that figure in 
the make-up of the denizens of the 


e view from the Point, if one finds 
satisfaction in gazing upon water, can 
not be rivaled. To the left lies the 

ious and splendid harbor of San 

,Obispo, walled in on three sides 
by lofty an mountains that 
stand as a barrier between the placid 
waters and the * northers that 
occasionally spring up inland. Facing 
the point re the mighty Pacific, 
which stretches away in the distance 
until the restless waters seem to blend 
with the azure sky.

The calling of a whaleman is replete 
with danger, while the profits accruing 
from it are far from ing commen- 
gurate with the perils run. An old 
veteran at the point, whom the writer 
interviewed, stated that he had been 
lifted skyward a number of times by 
wounded whales, and once narrowly 
escaped being swallowed by one while 
on a cruise in the Arctic regions, but 
the fascination attendant upon the life 
held him to the harpoon. 

The present force at the point con- 
sists of twenty men, under command 
of Capt. John Oliver, who has followed 
the calling the greater portion of his 
life. There are also two ladies at the

keeper. The whaling season lasts about 
four months, commencing with No- 
vember and ending about the last of 
February. — — summer months 
whales go down the coast, but not in 
sufficient numbers to pay to hunttnem. 
Last season was ave 
to Capt. Oliver and his men, they onl 
capturing three whales. This small 
catch was not sufficient to pay expenses. 
So far the current season has been quite 
satisfactory. Five have been en, 
the largest netting 70 barrels of oil. 
The others yielded, on an average, 50 
barrels each. The profits this year are 
7 diminished on account of the 
w price of oil, which at present is 
worth only 223 cents a gallon, or $6.75 a 
barrel. The species of whale caught at 
this station are of the bowhead 9 
and have no commereial value aside 
from their oil and sinews. The latter 
is used principally in the manu- 
facture of strings for musical m- 
struments, and sells in the market 
at 70 and 80 cents per pound. The 
bones of the bowhead are valueless and 
no pretense is made at saving them. 
When as whale or right whale is 
captured the whaleman generally cele- 
brate the event and grog is propor- 
tioned out — liberally. The bones 
of these whales are quite valuable and 
they sometimes yield as high as 20 
tons of pure oil. It is very rarely that 
either the sperm or right whale is seen 
in the vicinity of; Port Harford. 
Was taken at Sau Simeon last year, 
while at Monterey they are frequently. 
-espied. They net the fishermen from 
$1200 to $2000. 
The bowheads are very numerous, 
especially on the San Luis Obispo coast. 
Seldom a day passes but what several 
are seen. When one is discovered by 
the lookout, two boats each manned by 
men, immediately give chase, 
and when a boat approaches close 
enough a harpoon is fired into the 
monster, and then an exciting time en- 
sues. The harpoon is fired from a — 
especially made for the purpose. It is 
some 8 feet in length an N about 
30 pounds. It is loaded with nearl 
a pound of powder, and when dis- 
cha , the rebound is so vigorous 
that the aimsman generally performs 
an involuntary somersault backwards. 
The gun is limited in- range to 
about 150 feet. A rope several hundred 
feet in length is fastened to the har- 
n, and serves as a towline to the 
t when the whale is struck. The 
whale, when harpooned, frequently 
strikes direct out to sea, and some- 
times takes’ his pursuers 10 or 15 
miles from shore before tiring out.

The blubber, as soon as if is taken 
from the whale, is cut into small strips, 
put into large pots and the oil is tried 
or boiled out.

As soon as one is filled, a hot tire is 
started underneath and in a few hours 
the fat is converted. into oil. ¢ 

The whaling business at Port Har- 
ford for the past two or three seasons 
has not been 8 remynerative. In 
order for the men to make good wages, 
they must catch ten or twelve whales 
Auring the season. The expenses for 
the three or four months in which the 
business is ed on foot up in the 
neighborhood of $1500. This is all 
borne by the captain. The men work 
on shares, each receiving a certain por- 
tion of the oil, according to rank. 

The best whaling station on the coast 
is at Point Concepcion. The yearly 
catch is generally from twenty to twen- 
ty-five whales. is year, however, the 
whalemen at that station have been in 
extreme bad luck, not having secured a 
single whale. s they sometimes cap- 
ture as high as five whales in a day, they 
yet have ample time to retrieve them- 
se'ves. 

So far as accidents. are concerned, 
Capt. Oliver has been remarkably 
fortunate. Several times himself and 
men have had close chances for their 
lives, but always succeeded in extract- 
ing themselves in good shape. The 
captain is somewhat of a believer in 
„luck,“ and is sanguine that a good 
season will yet roll around and that he 
will realize from it a rich haul.

We are aware that his 
somewhat too outspoken opinions have 
lost him his Jong-held seat in the 
United States Sen With the excep- 
tion of his period of service in the civil 
war, when he raised several regiments 
of volunteers by his o vn personal exer- 
tions, and in person led them to the field, 
Gen. Van Wyck has had aplacein Con- 
gress for 9 thirty years, for 
the latter half of this period oecupyin 
a seat in the Senate. He first ente 
the House of Re ntatives as the 
member for the Tenth District, of New 
York. and was the pride of his con- 
stitutency. That seat Le left to answer 
the call of the government for volun- 
teers. After the war was over, he re- 
moved Nebraska, and has since 
represented that State in the Upper 
House of Congress for several terms. 
If he were the crank, the demagogue, 
that the Tribune article would have us 
believe, he would scarcely have been 
so long intrusted with the chief legisla- 
tive honors of such a growing State as 
‘Nebraska!

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How Mr. Lynch Was Defrauded.“ 


The Herald of yesterday morning 
contains an elaborate and painstaking 
argument in favor of Lynch’s right to 
contest the result of the late Congres- 
sional election. This argument is strong 
in that it is temperate, and appeals to 
A sense of justice which is supposed to 

de planted in the breast of every true 
man. Were its premises correct, there 
would be no denying its conclusions. 
But the truest logic that was ever pro- 
pounded becomes mere sophistry when 
based upon a false hypothesis. This, 
we are prepared to show, is exactly the 
status of the Herald’s appeal for jus- 
fice and fair play. 

‘That Lynch was not elected to Con- 
-gress from this district we firmly and 
.conscientiously believe. That he was 
‘not defrauded of an election which 
properly belonged to him we also 

believe. That his claim to have 
the declared election of Gen. Van- 
dever set aside rests upon the flimsiest 
of pretexts we are abundantly satisfied 
and trust that we shall be able to show 
a reason for the faith that is in us. 
The Herald has invited a dispassionate 
discussion on this subject, and we are 
only too glad to join issues with it on 
this basis.

At 5 o’clock on the evening of Octo- 
ber 27th, when the supplement to the 
Great Register was to close, Mr. Bilder- 
rain, the County Assessor, went into 
the County Clerk’s office with the list 
of several hundred voters, whose names 
he demanded should be put on the sup- 
plement.

So Mr. Bilderrain went to 
his office, and by 11 o’clock had secured 


stories about the places in which some 
of those affidavits were written that 
night. Finally, however, they were 
brought in. No promise was made 
to put them on the supplement, 
though it was expected that they 
would be so put, and some of 
the deputy clerks sat up till 2 a.m. to 
get them in.

It was discovered 
that 183 affidavits were dated prior to the 
qualification of the deputies who took them.

Under such a state of facts the 
law says the Clerk must not enter the name 
upon the Great Register. 

This should settle the question with 
all fair-minded men. If we have laws 
governing the registration of voters it 
stands to reason that they must be ob- 
served. If the Democratic deputies 
were too ignorant or too careless to 
comply with the law, the result be 
upon their own heads. The law ex- 
cuses nobody’s ignorance or carlessness.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


The Senate Hejects the 
Constitutional Amendment. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.— By the Asso- 

ciated Press.] The Senate today took up 

the proposed Constitutional amendment 
providing for woman suffrage. The text of 
the amendment is as follows: 

“The right of citizens of the United States 
to vote shall not be denied or abridged by 
the United States or by a State on aecount 
of sex. Congress shall have power by ap- 
propriate legislation to inforce the provis- 
ions of this article.” |

CONSIN WAR EAGLE. 


The Gallant Bird that Passed Through 
Twenty Battles and Never Lost

ally presented to Company C, Eighth | 


Wisconsin Regiment, ever after known 
as the Eagle Regiment.“ After the 
new recruit was sworn into service, 
ribbons of red, white and blue were put 
around his neck, and a rosette upon his 
breast. The soldiers named him Old 
Abe, in bonor of the President, 
and made him a fine perch, consist- 
ing of a long pole surmounted by 
the national shield, above which stood 
the eagle. 
carry. him as he would carry any other 
banner. During the three years cam- 
paign Old Abe was in more than a 
score of battles, besides many skirm- 
ishes. He was at the siege of Vicks- 
burg, the desperate battle of Corinth, 
and all through the Red River cam- 
paign, and yet the brave war bird came 
out of every battle with scarcely the 
loss of a feather. He seemed to have 
a charmed life. 
DOWN IN DIXIE. 

In the fall of 1861, as the regiment 
marched to the seat of war, the patriotic 
bird was carried in the van down inte 
Dixie land.

OLD ABE DRUNK. 
On one occasion while the regiment 


‘was on gone guard at Bear*Creek he 


followed the example of certain digni- 
taries of the army and got drunk. A 
Soldier, having bought some peach 
brandy, poured out a saucerful, and, 
leaving it for a few moments, turned 
to attend to some camp duty, when 
Abe, always on. the watch for spoils, 
“took a glass, and in a little while 
was intoxicated after the usual style of 
hard drinkers. He lolled, his tongue 
and tried to vomit, flapped his wings 
heavily on the ground, rolled over and 
behaved in a manner which, while it 
would have been proper (?) for a soldier, 


"was unbecoming for an eagle.
